SOME INTERESTING FACTS IN 
THE 


EAKLY HISTOKY OF RAILWAY BUILD- 
ING. 
In speaking 'with our esteemed friend, 


and follow townsman, the Hon. Andrew 
Palmer the other day about early railway 
building in this country, he said he had 
read iu Governor Reynold's history o£ 
Illinois that the first railway west of the 
Alleghaty mountains, was a sort of a coal 
road baild by the governor and others in 
183S to supply the St. Louis market with 
ooal from the Illinois side of tfie river, 
It was about six miles long and on the 
authority of Governor Eoynolds 39 prob- 
ably toliovod to have been the first rail- 
-way put in operation in the west. There 
is an error in tho statement of Governor 
Keynolds which should be corrected; 
and'for the facts and particulars in re- 
gard to the enrly history of railway con- 
struction m the west, we are indebted to 
Mr. Palmer in whose possession nre 
found.the documents to substantiate the 
statements made in this article. .

out'frora Baltimore 'as Elliott's mills—13 
miles—in 1S30. On this road was placed 
the first locomotive, ia August 1830.

living at the ago of 94.; Tho engine was 
put upon the road to test the practicability.

railways.

Mohawk and Hudson,, completed between
